Has Beauty 
And Charm

HONOLULU - Feb. 4 - (Delayed) - This is 
a magnificent state, one of which the Mainland 
sisterhood of states should be and no doubt is 
proud. 
Honolulu is the heart of the brilliant 50th star. 


Honolulu is many things, in fact. It is a city 
of beauty, of excitement and of charm. 


It is a city of green mountains, blue valleys, 
luxurious beaches, soft skies,. tropic-warm days, 
moonlight nights. 


It is indeed a city which is really the island 
of Oahu, third largest of the Hawaiian archipelago, 
604 miles square. 
It is the anchor of the United States’ Pacific 
defenses where are located Pearl Harbor, the 
great garrison of Schofield Barracks, Hickam Air 
Force Base, and Wheeler Field. No less than 24,- 
000 service families live here.

But Honolulu is much more. It is a lively and 
progressive capital city and trading center for 
this group of five principal islands of which Hawaii 
is comprised. 
It is a tourist city of some magnitude whose 
potential in this respect may reach that of Miami, 
or Reno, or the coastal suburbs of Los Angeles, as 
witness the nearly 800,000 Mainlanders who flock­ 
ed to Waikiki Beach and other tourist centers of 
the island last year. 
It is a city of lovely homes, set in attractive 
clusters on the very steep and luxuriously verdant 
slopes guarding Pearl Harbor. 
Perhaps, as impressively as anything else, it 
is a melting pot of many races and cultures— 
Hawaiian, Caucasian, Filipino, Japanese, Chinese- 
and others where rapport is taken for granted. 
Better than 85 per cent of these folks are Amer­ 
ican citizens — a higher percentage, so we are 
given to understand, than that in the states of 
New York and Pennsylvania. 
A Honolulu newspaper editor said a few years 
ago that here is where the East has indeed met 
West. The courtship and marriage have been most 
perfect. 


Curiously, Honolulu whose population is near 
the 300,000 mark, is the only city in the United 
States that cannot be found on a road map. 
The finding you can do only with a sextant In 
case you’re using a sextant, the city is 2,091 
nautical miles from San Francisco at 157° 55* West 
Longitude and 21° 20’ North Latitude. 
Not incuriously is the fact, however, that Hono­ 
lulu landscape is marked by the highest palm trees 
I have ever seen, and is aflame even during this 
“Winter” season with tropical blooms and most 
colorful leaf plants — the whole thing very exotic 
indeed. 
Despite all of the chamber-of-commercing 
from a travelling outlander here for a week of 
sunshine, I gather Honolulu and the other prin­ 
cipal islands are having their troubles as a state.

ing, but clouds hang low over the pineapple busi­ 
ness as a massive strike threatens. Over higher 
wages, of course. What else? 
And the Honolulu citizens are trying to build 
a fire under the state government to make it a 
bigger and better city of diversified tourist in­ 
terests. 
I guess that like his compatriot in every 
other state in the U.S., the average fellow works 
and sweats for a living and endures his share of 
trouble — all of this tropical beauty, scenic love­ 
liness, and tourist happiness-shenanigans notwith­ 
standing. 


You instinctively love these newly-made citi­ 
zens of ours. 
They are outgoing, smiling and courteous with­ 
out, being obsequent or supercilious. 
This is true even of those who handle the car­ 
riage-trade business of Honolulu — especially the 
visitor-business. 
Don’t think for a moment that the folks in 
downtown Honolulu or Waikiki aren’t old hands 
at harvesting the green stuff. I suspect they could 
teach our own tourist centers on the Mainland a 
few refinements of extracting the dollar — say 
Miami Beach or Atlantic City, for example. 


In Miami, for example, the natives put the 
quick touch and hard grab on the “guest” as 
though they figure tourist seasons are going out 
of style. 
This can be a bit exasperating at times. 
Not so at Waikiki Beach. 
The tradewinds softly rustle the majestic palms, 
ukeleles, guitars and warm-voiced Hawaiian girls 
team up with sentimental music of the islands. All 
of this even as you are being clobbered with a 
king-size tab — whatever the service — and a 
funny thing happens. 
You bow graciously and lay it on the line gen­ 
erously as though you’ll never be able to repay 
your debt of gratitude. 
Like I said before, the tropical loveliness of 
WaikikP$ends you a real cool message.

that the three of them “accept a 
personal responsibility for direct­ 
ing the part to be played by our 
representatives in the forthcoming 
talks.” 


They also proposed an advance 
agreement with the Soviets “that 
our representatives will remain at 
the conference table until concrete 
results have been achieved, how­ 
ever long this may take.” 
The Russian government news 
agency, Tass, said today that the 
summit plan also was forwarded 
to other participants in the dis­ 
armament conference. 
However, official sources here 
said that a formal Kennedy an­ 
swer to Khrushchev would have 
to be made in consultation with at 
least the British government. The 
same sources reported that broad­ 
er consultation was in progress 
with other nations. 


It appeared that the United 
States was sounding out other 
participants in the March meeting 
to determine their reaction to the 
Khrushchev idea. 


But there were no immediate 
indications that Kennedy h a s 
changed his basic opposition to 
summit meetings which are not 
preceded by extensive ground­ 
work on the foreign ministers 
level.

His movements were cloaked 
with secrecy equal to wartime 
restrictions. T h e only official 
word was a White House an­ 
nouncement that he had returned 
Sunday morning, was meeting 
with his family and appeared to 
be in good physical condition. 
It was learned, however, that 
Powers had landed at the Dover, 
Dei., Air Force Base, and it was 
believed that his meeting with his 
wife took place at a hideaway 
within 150 miles of Washington. 


After the family reunion, Pow 
era faces intensive questioning by 
government officials — and pox 
sibly Congress—on how he was 
captured while making a high 
altitude photographic mission over 
Russia. 
One big question is whether the 
Russians actually shot down his 
plane at 68,000 feet with a rocket 
or whether he was forced down 
by engine trouble 


Three members of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee said 
they believed their group should 
question Powers after security 
agents had completed interrogat­ 
ing him.

Connolly added that long periods 
of exposure to relatively moder­ 
ate beat may cause the wood to 
ignite at temperatures far below 
their usual ignition temperature 
Possible solution, said Connolly, 
would be to cut away a section 
of joist or other combustible ma 
terial and provide the installation 
of fire proofing material, leaving 
an air space between the flue and 
the insulation on all sides of the 
joist, further insulate the flue 
strap at the point of joist con­ 
tact; periodical cleaning of heat­ 
er and flue as required.”
